IN MUNICIPAL FINANCE 


No Money Borrowed from Bank this Year and it is Expect- 


ed that Little will be 


Borrowed. Ratepayers are 


Prepaying Their Taxes and Getting Benefit to the 
Extent of Six per cent Interest, in Addition to 
Ten per cent Discount. 


When the Hon. Winston Churchill 
broadcasted the budget on Monday, 
and mentioned that Holland and the 
Dutch Indies, Atistralia and New 
Zealand with the Indian Empire were 
with him in the return. of the gold 
standard, he omitted to mention We- 
taskiwin, the city that is at present 
leading in municipal finance and re- 
storing the credit of the golden west. 

The financial barometer of this 
city is rising rapidly but took a bound 
during the present month. 

In 1923, the tax collections for 
April amounted to $664.24, 

In 1924 the tax arrears collected 
were $916,27, 

‘This yeay, 1925, the collections up 
to date and two days yet to go, 
‘amounts to $2816.72. 

Every year until this year since the 
incorporation of the city, the council 
have had to start borrowing for cur- 
rent revenue from the Bank in Jan- 
ary, 

1925 will be a landmark in the city’s 
history as not a cent has been bor- 
rowed on a note at the bank up to 
date, and the first note will not re- 
quire to be signed by the Mayor and 
City Treasurer this year until May, 
notwithstanding that since the first 
of the year debenture coupons due 
this year have been paid amounting 
to $17,982.00. 

The interest on loans paid to the 
bank in former years ran from $5,600 
in 1916 to $7,400.00 in 1917. The in- 
terest this year should not amount to 
$800.00. Think of the immense sav- 
ing to the ratepayers in 1925 as com- 
pared with 1917. 

An innovation started this year is 
going to assist greatly in the welfare 
of the community. Instead of the| 
interest we have to pay going to swell | 
the profits of the Bank shareholders | 
in the east, a scheme has been sanc- , 
tioned by the council whereby any 
ratepayer willing to make a prepay-| 
ment now of any sum on account of 
this year’s taxes, will be given an al- 
lowance equal to 6 per cent interest | 
in addition to the 10 per cent discount. | 

Credit must be given to Mr. Alex. 
Knox, of the city, for suggesting this, 
and making it practical by paying | 
$200.00 into the city treasury on be- | 
half of the Wetaskiwin Curling Rink | 
Co., of which he is the secretary treas- 
urer. 

Mr. George James, manager of the 
Wetaskiwin Creamery, has taken up 
the idea and is paying in $800.00, Mr.

AT 2nd BATTLE YPRES 
CANADA’S SONS WROTE 


A GLORIOUS HISTORY 


_ 


(By Capt. G. Blackstone Field) 

At 5 o’clock on the bright sunshiny 
afternoon of April 22nd, 1915, ten 
years ago, the gateway to Calais, to 
world power, stood open and unguard- 
ed, as, advancing behind the most 
hellish invention ever used in honor- 
able warfare, the countless greyclad 
troops of Germany broke the last. re- 
sistance of the heroic but bewildered 
French Zouaves and surged madly for- 
ward to pass through the portals of 
the last gateway which led to the 
channel ports and a finished war. 

What can one say? Very little per- 
haps. 

Between 150,000 and 200,000 Ger- 


mans, including the almost unbeat- 
able Prussian Guards, saw _ victory 
within their grasp. The gallant 


Zouaves who feared no foe upon the 
earth, faltering and breaking before 
the mysterious cloud which turned 
their lungs into the flames of hell, 
could do nothing but gasp—fearfully 
“The devil! The devil!” and surren- 
der a position which they firmly be- 
lieved no human being could hold.— 
The devil! The devil!” 

On that afternoon, when history 
was written in the lifeblood of her- 
oes, one scarcely realized the state 
of mind that prompted such words. 
But, looking back, these ten years, a 
smile comes as the echo rasped by 
hoarse Canadian voices seems to ring 
one’s ears—"To hell with 
the devil!” 

Did the 1st Canadian Division ac- 
tually close the door to Calais? 

Yes—and no! 

Ten days afterwards, with the help 
of the British divisions which were 


jrushed to the Ypres salient, the way 


was closed forever. But, upon the 
afternoon of April 22, 1915, it was 
simply barricaded with the bodies of 
Canadian dead, a barricade which, as 
the flame-stabbed hours dragged by, 
mounted higher and higher in face of 
the frenzied and disappointed inyad- 
er, who, at last, fearing that the won- 
made through Lange- 
marek Wood by the granite faced, 
hard-swearing and harder fighting 
Canadian infantry was the beginning 
of a great counter attack, dug in and 
gave the pitiful remnants of a_shat- 
tered division opportunity to hope 
once more. 

At 4:30 on the afternoon of April 
22, 1915, the French Zouaves, holding 
approximately 5,000 yards of line be- 
side the newly arrived Canadians, be- 
came the object of a furious German 
bombardment, 

Calmly waiting for the infantry 
attack which, according to all indica- 
tions, would follow, they were puzzled 
to observe great greenish-brown clouds 
rolling in their direction from the 
German line. 

Being, within a few seconds, entire- 
ly enveloped, fighting for breath, dy- 
ing in agony without opportunity to 
strike a blow in return, and firmly 
believing that it was actually the devil 
whom they were opposing, they, al- 
most to a man, broke and ran, leaving 
the Canadian wing completely in the 
the air with the enemy pouring 
through the gap. 

To go into details regarding the 
happenings of the next few hours 
would be impossible, except for those 
who through careful study of the 
various positions, have already writ- 
ten the story of the Second Battle 
of Ypres. How Generals Turner and 
Currie threw back their flanks, joined

Currie’s Highlanders, leaving the line 
for a three day rest, returned in two 
hours, once again to reinforce a weak- 
ened point! 

Respirators made by soaking rags 
or handkerchiefs in urine served to 
partially deaden the poison in the 
chlorine gas. 

Nearer to the canal—nearer—near- 
er! Retreat but Victory! Ypres with- 
in sight of the enemy remained in al- 
lied hands, 

Twenty-five thousands, including all 
branches of the Canadian — service, 
against nearly 200,000 of an enemy 
who, failing to understand a_ spirit 
which bewildered and baffled them at 
every turn, fearing the trap which he 
believed was set or him, surrendered 
what was perhaps the last great op- 
portunity to strike a decisive blow, 
by digging himself in,

From the gilded staff to the 13- 
year old bugler of the Engineers, 
each did many times his part during 
nearly ten days of hellishness never 
before known, 

Before dawn broke on the morning 
of April 28, every bridge crossing the 
Yser canal had been mined and Brit- 
ish divisions were hastening to the 
aid of the decimated Canadians. Gen- 
eral Alderson, the beloved commander 
of the Canadian division, bearing a 
charmed life, was everywhere, en- 
couraging, organizing and planning 
to hold a position which could not 
possibly be held—but was. 

Fighting by day, digging by night! 

On the left is the ruin of an ancient 
farm, still flaming and casting wierd 
shadows, through the night. On the 
right, a wrecked ambulance contain- 
ing the charred remains of those who 
had so nearly reached the haven of 
a field hospital ere the incendiary 
shell closed the last chapter of their 
heroic lives. It is a picture that can 
never be forgotten. 

And so it passed. 

Ten days. The line was firm. The 
Canadian division, or what was left 
of it, marched to Bailleul to refit and 
be reinforced up to strength.

PROGRESS MADE 
FORMING POOLS 


The total of 558 contracts have al- 
ready been signed up by dairymen of 
the province, with the dairy pool. 

The total of 1008 contracts have 
been signed with the livestock pool. 

A total of 359 contracts, represent: 
ing the production of 21,102 hens have 
been signed up with the poultry pool. 

This is the status of organization 
ut the present date of the new  pro- 
Vincial cooperative marketing pools, 
now in the process of formation, and 
for which a concentrated drive for 
membership will be undertaken dur- 
ing the three weeks from June Sth to 
28th next. 

The objective of the dairy pool is 
3314% of the total milk and cream 
marketed in the province in the year 
1923, based on figures of the deminicn 
department of agriculture, 

The objective of the livestock pool 
is a marketing minimum of 2500 cars 
of livestock based on 25 head of cat- 
tle per car, 80 head of hogs per car 
and 100 head of sheep per car. 

The objective of the poultry pool 
is 1,500,000 dozen eggs. The contracts 
signed to date cover a production of 
approximately 144,000 dozen or about 
ten per cent of the objective. 

This indicates satisfactory prelim: 
inary progress in the formation of the 
new pools, which will seek to market

$45,000 BLAZE AT 
ST. PAUL DE METIS 


admonton, April 25—Five buildings 
were burned when fire broke out in 
the main business section of St. Paul 
de Metis early this morning. The loss 
is roughly estimated at around $45,- 
000, No one was injured.

The lands on which the settlers are 
placed are all inspected and valued 
by experienced men, and there is no 
land accepted more than ten miles 
from a railway. When the settler and 
his family take the boat, the com: 
mittee in Edmoptun is advised, and 
they wre kept in ¢élose touch un- 
til they reach their destination, They 
fire met at the depot by a representa- 
tive of the land settlement board, as 
woll as a local committee from differ- 
ent organizations, and are given 4 
hearty welcome to the province and 
the district. In the meantime, a 
stove, chairs, tables, bed, furniture, 
elc., have been placed in the house 
they are to oceupy, and they are ae: 
companied to their new home and 
made as coinfortable as possible, 
The man and any other members of 
the family oid enough to work are as: 
sisted to get employment. “Of course 
every new settler gets lots of good 
advice from the neighbors,” said the 
speaker, “which is generally 
bad.” 

After living on the farm for one 
year, the settler is permitted to pur: 
chase the property if he so desires, 
On a 25-year payment plan at 5 per 
cent interest. There is no payment 
for the first two years, The speaker 
stated that this was the best scheme 
in the west. During his probation, 
the settler is visited at intervals by 
representatives from the settlement 
board and given whatever advice is 
deemed necessary. 

It was to be expected that there 
would be some failures, and after a 
yeu’s experience on the farm, good 
mechanics would prefer to move to 
the cities, where they could work at 
their trade. The five families located 
aut Ponoka, New Norway and Wetas- 
kiwin were highly pleased with their 
farms and their prospects.

Legislation providing for some! 
form of farm loan scheme whereby | 
farmers of the Dominion will be en- 
abled to obtain cheaper capital, will} 
probably be introduced in the house;

ceived by the Hon, R. G. Reid, |

This statement was made by 
Premier King following the submis- 
sion of the resolution passed in the 
recent session of the Alberta legisla- 
ture urging upon the federal govern- 
ment to take some action toward 
establishing a Farm Loan Board. 

Several schemes have been suggest- 
ed from time to time, but Mr. Reid 
is not in a position to state along 
what lines the proposed board would 
be developed. It is assumed that the 
federal authorities will probably adopt 
the proposals by Dr. H. M. Tory, who 
has been making an official investi- 
gation.

War 
Against Rust 


The sum of $100,000 is to be spent 
this year fighting rust menace to 
the western grain crop. Rust, it is 
claimed by experts, is a more serious 
enemy to the western farmer than 
any other, It takes a heavier toll 
from his gross income than weeds 
or grasshoppers. In one year it is 
said to have cut down the value of 
the western grain yield by $50,000,000, 
while farmers across the line have suf- 
fered five times that damage in one 
season. 

Twenty-five men will spend their 
time all summer trying to find out 
how to eliminate this menace, or tell- 
ing farmers how to do it, or both. 
What methods are to be employed is 
not announced, perhaps is not yet 
known with certainty. The important 
thing is that the Dominion govern- 
ment has declared that rust must go, 
and has committed itself to coopera- 
tive action with the provincial gov- 
ernment and the farmers to bring 
about that end. The fight will cost 
money and effort and may be a long 
‘one, But an enemy which takes $50,- 
‘000,000 out of the pockets of the west- 
em farmers in one year will be got 
rid of cheaply at almost any price—- 
Ex. 


Does the 
Winner Win? 


On Thursday last a sitting of the 
District Court was held at Sedgewick, 
Judge Lees presiding. There is noth- 
ing unusual, one may say, in such an 
event—bui there usually is something 
unusual in court cases and_ court 
trials and court proceedings. The one 
remarkable feature about the court 
sitting last week mentioned above 
(and about most court cases in fact) 
is that these cases are absolutely 
useless ,and should have been settled 
“out of court”. It is a pleasure to go 
into court and hear learned lawyers 
put forth their cause, plead their 
cases, examine and_ cross-examine 
witnesses, and banter each other in 
witty and sarcastic language which 
only lawyers are able to do. But it 
costs money, and contrary to the 
held by uninitiated the side which 
wins seldom if ever wins. When a 
person spends several hundred dollars 
and many days’ time in securing a 
judgment from a judge, and that judg- 
ment nets the winner only one-tenth 
of what he spent in winning, does the 
winner win? There isof course this 
side to court decisions, rendered by 
fair judges like Judge Lees, viz: The 
outcome of these expensive court pro- 
ceedings establishes a precedent very 
often, which if allowed to do so, will 
act as a guide for others, perhaps 
warding them off from unnecessary 
and expensive court trials that could 
easily be settled “out of court.” We 
often hear a man say “I'll get even 
with that fellow if, it costs me every 
cent I've got.” Well, if there is 
sufficient satisfaction to a person to 
spend all he’s got to make the other 
fellow pay a fine, or damages, or costs 
of the court, then all we can say is 
“let them go to it’ But ordinarily 
it is ignorance, bull-headedness, sel- 
fishness, hatred and contributory 
meanness that involves contending 
parties in law fights. In many cases 
legal means is the only solution to 
differences, but from the economic 
point of the situation we fail to see 
where the winner wins in most court 
squabbles.—Daysland Press. 


Light on 
The War 


During the war a great deal of 
sympathy was bestowed upon Serbia, 
and it was generally believed that 
she was the victim of Imperialist de- 
signs on the part of Austria, and en- 
tirely innocent of the crime which led 
to the war. Recently, however, a 
considerable amount of light has been 
shed upon the circumstances in which 
the Archdke Ferdinand was assassin- 
ated, and it appears that the sym- 
pathy was wasted upon an accessory 
both before and after the event, one 
who chose to plunge the whole of 
Europe, and ultimately more than 
Europe, into war rather than let the 
truth be known. 

From information now available it 
4s evident that the Sebian govenment 
knew that a movement was on foot 
to murder the Archduke, knew the] 
persons to whom the job was entrust-| 


mm co 
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ed, and took no steps whatever to 
prevent the crime. Moreover, when, 
during the course of the war, things 
went badly for Serbia, and it looked 
as though the Central powers might 
prove victorious and the truth come 
out, steps were taken to remove the 
offcials who were implicated in the 
crime so that their evidence would 
not be available. The removal was 
successfully carried out. This infor- 
mation has been placed before the 
public by the man who was minister 
of education in the Serbian cabinet 
when war broke out. 

Austrian officials were also cogni- 
zant of the danger; they were aware 
that a tragedy might attend the visit 
of the Archduke to Serejevo, but they 
took no precautions against it. The 
military party wanted an excuse to 
attack Serbia, and they permitted 
conditions which favored the com- 
mission of the crime. Russia also 
knew of what was going on and that 
a flare-up was imminent, and her 
backing encouraged Serbia. The mili- 
tary parties in these countries delib- 
erately encouraged and stimulated 
political plottings that could: only 
end in war, 

As the light upon the causes of the 
war becomes fuller and stronger, the 
more it becomes apparent that, what- 
ever the effect of remote and historic 
causes, the war itself was precipated 
by a few bad men, men who cared 
nothing for the people who had to 
suffer for their evil ambitions. It 
was precipitated by the military par- 
ties of Serbia, Austria and Russia, 
and it is painful to realize that the 
machinations of these men brought 


-Oivilization itself to the hrink of ruin, 


It. is the jast great argument for thé 
curbing of militarism everywhere and 
in whatever shape it presents itself,

these is the bud- 
get of the Minis- 
ter of Finance 
‘land the other is 
the annual report 
of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 
The latter being 
a business docu- 
ment and necessarily entirely free 
from any touch of political influence 
is the more clearly understandable 
presentment of conditions and it is 
an equally reliable guide because 
there exists no phase of Canada’s in- 
dustrial and commercial life which is 
not touched upon and affected by the 
truly national institution of which it 
is an annual record. 

The company’s report for the year 
just issued, reflects the marked con- 
traction the nation’s business has ex- 
perienced. Gross earnings for the 
year totalled $182,502,156, a decline 
of $13,334,983 from those of the pre- 
vious year. Freight carnings alone 
decreased by $19,794,416. Working 
expenses, including all taxes totalled 
$145,274,914, a decrease of $13,083,- 
165. Net earnings totalled $37,227,- 
241, a decrease for the year of $251,- 
768, The working: expenses for the 
year, including all taxes, amount to 
79,60 per cent. of the gross earnings, 
and the net earnings to 20.40 per 
cent., as compared with 80.86 per 
cent. and 19,14 per cent, respectively 
in 1923. 

In his summary to the annual re- 

ort Chairman and President I. W. 

eatty points out that the decrease 
fn freight earnings, which alone 
amounted to $10,794,416, is largely 
accounted for by the mucn smailer 
movement of grain and flour, par- 
ticularly the former, owing to the 
smaller crop in Western Canada. He 
instances also a substantial decrease 
in the movement of manufactured 
articles as a result of the general 
business situation. Notwithstanding 
this, he says, the result of the com- 
pany’s operations must be consid- 
ered satisfactory.
